The surgeons in the 
British and French armies are not treat - 
ing suppurating wounds that way. They 
disinfect the wounds and then close 
them up with adhesive strips. It takes 
from two to ten days to disinfect a sup- 
purating wound. 

Three methods are employed by three 
groups of surgeons. There does not 
seem to be much choice between the 
methods. Carrel washes the wound with 
Dakin's fluid, 5650 grams of carbonate of 
soda dissolved in twenty liters of wa- 
ter; 800 grams of bleaching powder is 
added. The mixture is shaken fer five 
minutes, then twenty liters of water are 
added and the mixture is again shaken 
and then allowed to stand for one hour. 
The clear fluid is siphoned off and Gitered 
through cotton. Then 150 grams ef boric 
acid ts added. 
The wound la washed out with this o- 
lution every hour or every two hours 
until ft le sterile. Then the wound is 
snugly closed with adhesive strips. It 
heals in a few days.

Dakin's fluid will not keep more than 
two weeks. Therefore Dakin and Cohen 
devised a powder called tolamine in Eng- 
land and chierazene in the United 
States. This powder ia made into tab- 
lets. A 3 to 4 per cent solution in water 
is used in the same way as Dakin's fluid 
is used.

After a day or two the 
wound looks clean and healthy and the 
salt solution is changed to an 8 per cent. 
When the wound is sterile it is closed by 
adhesive plaster. 

Gray uses salt instead of salt solution. 
The wound is cleaned well. The skin 
around it.is painted with todine. The 
sides and bottom of the wound are cov- 
ered with four to six layers of gauze 
saturated with a 5 per dent solution of 
salt. Then several 40 grain salt tablets 
are laid on the gauze at the bottom of 


the wound. Next a layer of salt gauze: 


is laid down and salt tablets are put on 
it. Then another layer of gauze and 
another layer of salt tablets. A wound 
four inches long and three inches deep 
takes ten to twenty tablets. When the 
dressings are flush with the top of the 
wound the whole is - covered over with 
absorbent cotton and bound tightly with 
bandages. The salt dressings as well 
as the salt tablets are sterilized by heat 
before used.

According to the projected legisla- 
tion, no letters of naturalization are to 
be accorded to any foreigner who by 


the laws of his own country rétains - 


his origina] citizenship after he has 
acquired the new one, the only excep- 
tion being made in favor of foreigners 
who have during the present war 
fought in the armies or France or in 
those of her allies. 

This measure will have the effect of 
barring all German born citizens from 
naturalization, since, according to ex- 
isting German statutes, a German re- 
tains his Teuton rights of citizenship 
and his natioriality even if he secures 
letters of naturalization abroad, and 
notwithstanding the fact that he has 
under oath renounced his allegiance 
to his native land. 

This new French measure cuts at the 
root of the evil, and even peril, of 
hyphenated citizenship, which for the 
first time in the history of the United 
States has been permitted to play a 
particularly insolent and un-American 
role in the electoral campaign for the 
presidency of the nation. : 

The new French laws likewise bar ail 
naturalized citizens fram every public 
function, appointive’ or elective, paid 
or unpaid, until after ten years of full 
citizenship have elapsed. Great Britain, 
Italy, and Belgium have announced 
their intention of revising their laws of 
naturalization along the same lines, 
and in’ view of the experiences of th 
last few weeks it must appear to 
citizens of the United States who enjoy 
the privilege of American instead of 
foreign birth that it would be well to 


adopt similar reforms in this country.
